May I suggest in the interest of egonomy of effort 
for all concerned,that our invariable practice is®*to 
reply that we are. “unable to consider or place any 
valuation on coins or medals either singly or in collec- 
tions without seeing the actual pieces involved. This, 


as you will realize without my. telling you, is entirely 
due to the fact that’ condition plays so important a 


part in the evaluation of coins that it is unsafe for 


us to do otherwise. It is rare that two persons will 


agree in describing the condition of a given piece and. 
it is upon this condition that the value hinges. 


Occasionally from a list of Greek coins one can 
obtain sufficient data to warrant asking that the coins 
be submitted, but in general lists are very unsatisfactory. 


Please pardon the length of this explanation which 
may simplify the handling of future lists that may be 
sent you.
